THE  HOME 


From  the  time  of  the  Egyptians 
and  Greeks  until  the  present  day 
our  culture  has  found  a  place  for 
sculpture  in  the  nome0   The  Anci- 
ents used  terra  cotta  and  bronze 
figurines  from  both  the  point  -of 
-view  of  religion  and  interior 
decoration.   This  aspect  of  pag- 
anism was  carried  over  into  Chri- 
stian symbolism  and  persists  to 
the  present*   The  current  inter- 
est,  however,  is  in  the  field  of 
decoration,  and  the  several  new 
materials  and  processes  of  the 
20th  Century  have  created  a  wide 
possibility  for  small,  sculpture 
whether  it  is  in  the  form  of  un- 
ique and  original  work  or  a  des- 
ign reproduced  in  quantity  in 
pottery,  glass  or  me tal 0 

The  contemporary  Interior  Des- 
igner has  not,  only  the  problem  of 
dealing  with  flat  surfaces  but 
also  that  of  controlling  and  or- 
dering space  0      In  this  context 
small  sculpture  can  play  a  very 
important  part.   With  this  idea 
in  mind,  the  Sculptors8  Society 
of  Canada  in  co-operation  with 
the  T0  Eaton  Co0  Art  Gallery,,  re- 
cently presented  an  exhibition 
of  small  sen  lpture  which  was  en- 
thusiastically viewed  by  laymen 
and  artists  alike  „   The  themes 
covered  a  wide  range  of  figurine 
and  animal  forms  and  used  pottery 
stone,  me  tal  j,  wood  and  synthetic 
materials  as  media 0   They  were 
priced  to  compare  favourably  with 
small  picture ss  and  the  number 
purchased  was  a  real  indication

Since  Interior  Designers 
are  of  individualistic  tastes, 
a  sculptor  becomes  much  more 
important  to  one  than  to  another, 
for  instance.,  in  an  Adam  room.., 
the  sculptor  comes  first,  for 
it  is  the  problem  rather  than 
the  person,, 

The  Interior  Designer's 
sculptor  should  possess  a  wide 
knowledge  --  be  able  to  mod  el  a 
wide  variety  of  animals^  plants 
and  birds,  the  foundation  of 
Interior  Design,  used  to  design, 
ornaments  from  lamps  to  doornobs0 
With  the  advance  of  abstract 
design  his  sense  of  blending  his 
work  into  this  type  of  inter' ■ 
is  necessary.   He  will  use  a 
firm  foundation  in  the  History 
of  Art,  as  applied  to  Architei 
ture  and  Interior  Architecture 
assisting  the  decorator  in 
Period  ornamentation,  A  wide 
scope  of  recourses  pertaining  to 
the  fundamentals  used  in  his 
field  by  other  races  in  their 
interiors  is  necessary*   The

Since  no  prerogative  was  a- 
llowed  at  the  recent  "revival" 
meeting  of  staff  and  studentry, 
nay  we  be  given  this  opportunity 
to  air  a  query  or  six  now. 

The  attitude  at  that  pow- 
wow implied  that  the  student  body 
v/as  incapable  of  construe  oive 
suggestion;  and  should  have  faith 
in  the  staff,  who  are  to  a  great 
extent,  correct. 

Doubtless  the  same  attitude 
prevailed  in  previous  G.C*a* 
years,  when  there  were  courses  in 
commercial  art,  design,  etc*   But 
in  the  last  two  years   such  great 
changes  have  been  made  —  and  such 
results  produced  — -as  to  warrant 
this  faith  on  a  concrete  basis* 

Having  assured  themselves 
first-hand  of  what  was  needed  in 
the  commercial  art  field,  the 
students  concerned  are  now  appro- 
priately confident  that  their 
courses  are  leading  them  in  the 
right  direction* 

Unfortunately,,  the  feeling 
in  the  "un-applied"  department 
does  not  yet  run  as  smoothly. 

Considering  that  a  heal 
thy  part  of  this  department  is 
made  up  of  rehabs..  equally  keen 
on  getting  useful  returns  for 
their  benefits,  the  application 
of  our  work  is  of  equally  im- 
perative importance c 

This  question  has  been 
aired  before  without  adequate 
reply:   "To  what  constructive 
purpose  can  our  work  be  applied?" 

It  is  not  that  we  do  not 
know  to  what  end  fine  art  trai- 
ning can  be  applied,  but  rather 
that  the  course  seems  now  to  fade 
off  into  thin  air;  graduation 
leaving  one  unprepared  for  any- 
thing in  particular s  save  to 
paint  a  landscape  or  a  portrait 
of  an  old  man. 
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We   know  there  are  thea- 
trical sets  being  designed, 
murals  being  painted,  and  illus- 
trations being  produced  of  fine 
art  quality.  He   also  know  that 
to  paint  mere  pictures  is  not 
the  complete  intention  of  the 
majority*   Therefore,  do  we  feel 
the  need  for  greater  attention 
to  wider  application  of  our  work 
with  finished  samples  competing 
favourably  with  finished  work  of 
other  departments  in  the  final 
school  exhibition  each  year. 

Visual  evidence  of  appli- 
cation has  not  reached  beyond  the 
framed  or  unframed  "composition" 
or  figure  study*   To  a  world  of 
people  needing  to  be  "shown",  a

Museum  research  is  nece- 
ssary in  all  phases  of  art;  but 
we  are  unanimously  unimpressed 
by  the  significance  of  "vase 
forms"  in  the  realm  of  drawing 
and  painting    Yet   half  a  term 
and  yet  another,  is  being  spent 
mainly  on  that  subject- •   Nor 
does  Persian  rug  weaving  have 
any  great  bearing  on  colour 
schemes  of  modern  set  design 

History  of  art,  with  study 
of  past  and  recent  .;orks  and 
methods,  would  be  a  pleasurable 
research  with  a  purpose   ourely 
there  is  room  for  question 

However,  since  space  does 
not  permit  of  adequate  discus  • 
si on,  would  it  not  be  appreciated 
if  this  matter  be  brought  up  under 
reasonable  conditions,  where  staff 
and  students  might  arrive  at  a 
mean  level  of  mutual  understan  • 
ding?
